Few persons need to be convinced that the first offence committed 
dy juvenile offenders is also the first step towards rendering them a 
burden as well as a pest to society. The records of our prisons prove 
how frequently it occurs that a mere child has spent two or three 
years in prison (under successive convictions), acquiring there a 
greater knowledge of crime, and has returned to liberty only more 
qualified to pursue a career of vice, no suitable instramentality 
having been employed to atte:apt his reformation, or any fair op- 
portunity afforded him of returning to the path of rectitude ; and thus 
he advances from one stage of criminalty to another, till all human 
hope of amendment seems at an end. 

The unparalleled success which has attended the reformatory 
system, lately introduced into the convict prisons in Ireland, called 
attention to this subject. Under that system (the substitute for trans- 
portation) not eight per cent. of those subjected to it have relapsed 
into crime. The law now enables us to apply the same plan to the 
leas hardened and more impressible juvenile offender. By a recent 
Act of Parliament, those poor children, who are detected in the com- 
mission of offences to which the inexperience of childhood, or the in- 
centive of evil example, had enticed them, instead of being committed 
to the common gaol, may be sent, for periods varying from one to five 
years, to reformatory schools, which must, however, be suitably fitted 
up, and a complete staff provided, before they can be recognised by 
Government. When such a school has been inspected, and certified 
by the Chief Secretary, thenceforward Government will pay 7s. per 
week for each inmate ; and thus, as the numbers increase, the demand 
on private benevolence will diminish. While, therefore, the first 
establishment and outfit constitutes the chicf expense, still, until the 
number of inmates shall increase to such an extent as to render these 
institutions self-supporting, it will be necessary to call upon the public 
to afford continued and liberal assistance. 

Encouraged by the liberal assistance of benevolent individuals in 
Dublin and its vicinity, the Committee have established both male 
and female +choo!ls; the one at Rehoboth-place, South Circular-road, 
and the other at 104, Cork-street. Both these Schools are now ready ; 
and, having been duly inspected ang certified, pursuant to the statute, 
are open for the admission of offenders. But the necessary expendi- 
ture, including a fine of £500 for with a sufficient 
quantity of ground to afford employment for the boys, has exhausted 
the funds. The male school is still but scantily supplied with requi- 
sites; and it will be necessary to surround the premises with a 
boundary wall, and to effect some other alterations, before the estab- 
lishment can be looked upon as completed for all the purposes de- 


By the Act it is provided that all these children must be sent to a 
“ Reformatory under the exclusive management of persons of the 
same religious persuasion as the offender.” Roman Catholic Reforma- 
tories have been established by very liberal contributions in Dublin 
and other parts of Ireland; and it would have been lamentable, in- 
deed, if Protestants had provided no such asylum, and had left the 
poor of their own Church to become inmates of a gaol, in the absence 
of such a refuge. 

The Committee have undertaken this responsibility “in full confi- 
dence in the co-operation of the Protestants of Ireland; and they 
have no hesitation in asking aid for an object calculated not only te 
benefit society, by the diminution of crime, but to save from ruin 
many an immortal soul, placed in peril by evil companionship or 
parental neg! ct.

The Pope was to be head ofa grand Italian Con-

tended. 

But a change comes over the spirit of our dream. 
The Freeman's Journal, whose authority respesting 
the moving powers of the Prelacy is not to be dis- 
puted, announces that a “momentous” epistle has 
come from out of the Flaminian gate of Rome, 
written by the hand of his Holiness himself. The 
pith and marrow of the letter is, that “ his Holiness 
“is wholly dissatisfied with the Imperial policy, and 
“places little ‘confidence in Imperial intentions.” 
“Pope Pius takes rather a gloomy view of the 
future.” “He placed faith in promises and pro- 
“testations, and for a long time believed the French 
“ Government would no more consent to the slightest 
“infractionjof the Pontifical privileges than the abolition 
“ of Catholicity, but PopePius has reason to withdraw 
é his reliance on Imperial good faith, and has done 
“so with pain and grief.’ This is something 
worth knowing. It lets in light upon a very obscure 
and tortuous policy, and explains much that seemed 
inexplicable. We are now assured that the contemp- 
tuous treatment of Victor Emmanuel was but a ruse 
to throw the astute Antonelli off his guard; that the 
relegation of Garibaldi was merely a ‘ foil ;” while 
the “ appointment of Buoncompagni to the provisional 
“rule of Roman territory indicated the policy of 
“ France, and the total disregard of the Villafranca 
convention.“

And now we have the explanation of renewed 
Roman Catholic agitation. Few knew what to make 
of it, or what practical object it had to accomplish. 
The Pope wants men and money in the milian 
Provinces; instead of these sinews of war our young 
“men” send him scrolls of cheap parchment, with 
addresses of condolence. But it is supposed that 
much can be done for the Papacy nearer home than 
Italy, and that an extensive agitation” will frighten 
Protestant statesmen into a support of the Papacy, 
even in confessed opposition to their own declarations 

and to the views of France. 


The same French writer whese pamphlet. Za 
Guerre d Anglais, was last week suppressed by 
order of the Emperor, this week startles the Parisian 
public with a laboured panegyric upon England. 
„Two nations only,” we are assured, “can boldly 
“stand up as defenders of the Italian populations: 
„France on the one hand, and England on the other.” 
Nay, more, “The independence of Central Italy, 
“ violated in a single one of its parts, would be not 
“ merely a misfortune for Italy and a cause of trouble 
“for Europe, but the negation of the principles in 
“virtueof which France and England exist.” To 
carry out the Imperial policy in Italy the alliance of 
England is absolutely necessary, and hence the 
altered tone of the French journals. These meetings, 
then, of “ young men who have the wisdom of sages, 
and of old men who have the spirit of youth, are in- 
tended to alarm our impulsive Foreign Secretary. 
Roman Catholics well know that he who wrote the 
Durham Letter was the first to bow to the assump- 
tions of John MacHale. They remember how, panic- 
stricken and despairing, he fled from Vienna, whither 
he had gone as the supreme arbiter of the destinies of 
Europe. It is net always the man who is most bold 
to speak whois most consistent in action. The Irish 
agitation, it is supposed, will coerce Lord John 
Russell to vote in Congress in direct opposition to 
his Aberdeen declaration, and to give his support to 
a system of Government which he pronounced to be 
the very worst on the face of the earth. 

Whatever decision may be ratified by this Con- 
gress adverse to the temporal power of the Papacy 
will assuredly be attributed to the English Govern- 
ment. The Roman Catholic population will be 
taught that, without England, France is powerless 
to subvert the dominion of the Pope. This should 
be an argument, not for the advocacy of a condemned i 
Government by Protestant statesmen, but for the 
isolation of England from the Congress. If our 
fraternising Cabinet has so involved this country 
with France as to render our appearance in a Con- 
gress necessary, provided we would avoid a war, 
British statesmen, at least, should beforehand deter- 
mine to give no vote whatever respecting the tem- 
poral dominions of the Pope. Such was the policy 
of Lord Malmesbury, and such that of Mr. Disraeli. 
“ Let the Pope alone,” is the language of Conservative 
politicians. That medieval Power is crumbling 
away of itself internally; there is no need of our 
joining to widen its fissures, lest some portion of the 
ruin may fall upon ourselves. To two Roman 
Catholic sovereigns and his own people we leave the 
Papacy. By them has its influence been felt, and 
they are qualified to judge what reforms are needed 
to make it tolerable. Thats kingdom which is the 
representative of Protestant opinion in Europe should 
be coerced to support the Papal power against its own 
co-religionists is almost teo much even for Paul 
Cullen to require. To aid these Powers in their 
manipulation of the Papacy will only tend to the 
exasperation of a large body of our people, and 
sow the seeds of chronic disorder and disaffection. 
As yet, we have kept aloof from the dangerous com- :

Let the Irish Roman Catholics by all means 
be liberal of their sympathy, of their money and of 
their lives, for these are their own, but let them abstain 
from making a donations of the lives and liberties of 
some millions of theiy fellow-creatures, whose hard 
fate is to live under the Papal Government without 
sympathising with it, instead of sympathising with the 
Papal Government without living under it. Does it 
never occur to these zealots that the people of the Ro- 
man States have at least as good a right to be con- 
sulted as to the form of their government as the inha- 
bitants Kingstown or the inhabitants of Dublin, that 
they are quite as likely to know what that Government 
really is, and that if they declare it to be absolutely 
intolerable they are likely to do so from some good 
reason? The inhabitants of the States of the Church 
are Roman Catholics as well as the people of Ireland. 
They know as well as the inhabitants of d the ad- 
vantage to the Church that her head should be a So- 
vereign Prince, but they distinctly refuse to buy this 
advantage at the expense of being the subjects of that 
Sovereign Prince ; while the Irish sympathisers insist 
that they should make this little sacrifice for the benefit 
of the Church at large. 

We should like to know what these very sympathisers 
would do if called upon to make the sacrifice themselves, 
instead of to impose it upon others. It is the misfortune 
of the Irish, as we all know, to be “ trampled under the 
heel of the Saxon,” to live under an heretical tyranny, 
grievous to the bodies and dangerous to the souls of 
true believers. They tell us that the Pope is the most 
virtuous of men, and they bitterly censure those who 
resist his authority. Would they like to change places 
with them? Would they like to come under the tem- 
poral dominion of the infallible head of their Church? 
The Bog of Allen is not a cheerful place, but it is a 
desert made by the hand of nature, while the Pontine 
Marshes once supported twenty-three flourishing cities. 
Dublin is not the perfection of cleanliness or order, but 
its environs area paradise if looked at by the side of the 
dreary Cam a. The Irish sympathisers may meet 
and say what they will of theirown Government, or any 
other, with an impunity which they are not slow to 
abuse. A public meeting in Rome would be regarded 
as the first act of a revolution. The heretical Govern- 
ment is engaged in calling its people to arms in its de- 
fence. The Government of the Pope not only dares not 
trust its people with arms, but lives from day to day by 
the support of foreign soldiers. The period during 
which an Irishman can be detained without being 
brought to trial is strictly limited by law; a subject of 
the Pope may lie in prison all his life without know- 
ing his crime or his accuser. An Irishman must be 
confronted with the witnesses against him in the face of 
the world; a Roman never sees the witness against, him 
and is judged and condemned in secret. An Irish- 
man cannot be taxed except by a freely chosen Par- 
liament, and a detailed account is rendered to him 
of the manner in which that taxation is spent; a 
Roman must pay what is demanded, and never knows 
anything of the appropriation of the taxes, except that 
they are not sospent as to prevent him from being robbed 
on the highway, pillaged by every official with whom 
he is brought into contact, and poisoned by the malaria 
which is gradually possessing itself of the site of what 
was once the most populous city in the world. Con- 
sidering these and many other things, we beg to ask the 
Irish Roman Catholic sympathisers whether they would 
exchange the Government under which they live for 
the Government of the Pope, even if it could be 
proved that by so doing they would confer an 
essential benefit on the Roman Catholic Church ;

Mr. Benjamin Norwood’s estimate, embodying the reso- 
lution of the Finance Committee, was then read, when 
Mr. Norwood moved, and Mr. Dooley seconded, that 
£14,000 be raised by the Collector-General, to meet the 
wants of the union for the ensuing year, which would 
require & rate of about Is. 4d. in the pound. 

The Chairman said he had received a letter from the 
Collector-General in relation to the present subject, and 
he should mention that he (the chairman) had requested 
him to furnish the board with his views as to the amount 
which should be levied for the ensuing year. ‘The Col- 
lector-General was of opinion that not less than £17,000 
would meet their liabilities, since they owed £3,000, and 
the mere expenditure could not be set down at a lower 
figure than £14,000. He (the chairman) therefore saw 
no other course to be followed than to adopt the clerk’s 
estimate of £18,776, which sum should be levied to meet 
the wants of the union. 

Mr. Arkins moved, as an amendment, and Mr. Flana- 
gan seconded, that the clerk’s estimate be adopted. 

A long and somewhat warm discussion followed, in 
which Capt. Lindsay, Mr. Hardy, Doctor Brady, and 
others took part, when a division beiag called-for upon 
the amendment, there appeared for it 10, and against it 
15. The original resolution—viz., that the Collector- 
General should be directed to raise £14,000, to meet the 
wants of the union, in the ensuing year—was put and 
carried. The board then adjourned.

Time and pains it would take to bring such an organi- 
sation to perfection ; but the materials are within reach, 
and the result would be such a moral influence as no 
contrary force could resist.

It was my opinion, and I intended to have expressed it 
in the fullest way, that hewever this motion might be 
disposed of, the sheriff’s character and conduct are not 
in the slightest degree impeached, nor do I wish that it 
should go forward that it is necessary for the decision 
of this motion that the most remote imputation should 
be cast upon the impartiality of the sheriff or the 
intelligence of the jury which he has returned. 
It is necessary that I should make this observation. 
Those considerations not being in the slightest degree 
involved in arriving at a correct decision in this case, 
and being of opinion that the motion ought to be 2 
I think it right to state the grounds upon which I act. 
Every opinion I give from this place I give, acting ac- 
cording to the dictates of my own conscience, and my 
own idea of what is correct and proper. I decide the 

resent case upon the simple and intelligent ground that 
T think a political case is an exceptional one. Ido not 
think a religious case is one; and by a religious case 
I mean one in which the plaintiff may be of a 
different religion from the defendant. I hinted already 
what would guide my decision, and I think the 
principle leads me to a safe and sound conclusion, 
and does not in the slightest degree conflict with the 
case of Smyly v. Hughes, which was a simple case 
of assault. It is very important that the administration 
of justice should not only be free from imputation, but 
should also be, as far as possible, satisfactory to the 
parties concerned. When I find that possibly the sheriff, 
whose duty it is to return on the special panel forty- 
eight names of persons of approved intelligence, in the 
exercise of his sound discretion, might have returned a 
preponderance of one religion or the other. I care not 
which—I should think it a mischievous state of things 
if the sheriff were, on evcry occasion, to be balancing 
between religions in this unfortunate country, and to 
have to return twenty-four of one religion, merely be- 
cause he happened to have twenty-four of another. If 
religion is not only to be looked to, but if probity and 
intelligence are also to be guides to the sheriff in his 
selection of his panel, it is not to be wondered at that in 
every case there should be a preponderance of either 
one religion or another ; and therefore it is that I think 
this motion is not to be decided by imputations upon the 
sheriff. I decide it altogether by the nature of the case 
which is to betried. I think that if we cannot attain 
perfect impartiality, in this way at all events, we shall 
give the parties what he has ensured may be given in 
certain proper cases - namely, the selection of their own 
tribunal. Now, a political case is just the case in which 
that may be done, I would almost say, at the call of 
either party, and, therefore, Isay this motion ought to 
be granted. The court will take care that a day shall 
be selected for the trial which will meet the exigencies 
of the parties at both sides. With respect to the wit- 
nesses, I think that ifany who are now in attendance 
shall be detained in town, in consequence of the grant- 
ing of this application, it is but reasonable that the 
extra expenses so incurred shall be defrayed by the de- 
fendant.
